| An Explosion Canses ‘the Collapse of 


an Oil Tunnel. 


The Superintendent and Others Taken 
Out Dead. 


The Disastér Preceded by a Lesser 
Explosion—Several Los Angeles 
Men Among the Killed 
or Injured, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
SANTA Paul (Ventura county, Cal.), 
April 4.—[Special.} An explosion occurred 
in the tunnel of the Hardison & Stewart 
Oil Company in Adams Cajion, about seven 
miles from town, this morning at 6 o’clock. 
Four men were injured, two of them guite 
seriously. 

This afternoon while ‘men were in the 
tunnel making an examination another ex- 
plosion occurred, followed by a cave-in. 
E. H. Orne of Los Angeles was caught near 
the outer edge of the cave, and had one leg 
and one arm broken, his ribs smashed, and 
was otherwise seriously hurt. 

Three others, among them Harvey 
Hardison, superintendent of the works, C. 
W. Young of Santa Paula, and a young 
man by the name of Thayer, also from Los 
Angeles, were caught in the tunnel beyond 
the cave, and are not yet rescued, although 
a large force of men is at work with all 
their might for their release. 

Great excitement prevails, There is very 
little hope of the men being reached alive 
at this hour. 

The second explosion occurred at 4 p.m. 
SANTA PAULA, April 4.— [Special.] The 
three men have been found. They are all 
dead. Their bodies will be brought to 
Santa Paula tonight. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Six Lives Lost—An Explosion of Gas 
the Cause. 

SANTA BARBARA, April 4.—|By the A8 
sociated Press.| A special to the Press 
says: A terrible accident occurred at 
Adams Cafion, near Santa Paula, this 
morning, where the Hardison & Stewart 
Oil Company is boring a tunnel for oll. 
Early this morning an explosion of gas 
occurred in the tunnel, and a sheet of flame 
shot out, blowing away a building 100 feet 
from the mouth of the tunnel. Two work- 
men were terribly burned; and one has since 
died. Their names are unknown. 

A force of men was put to work to clear 
the tunnel, and this afternoon at 3:45 an-

THE FIRST EXPLOSION. 


Caused by the End of a Lighted 
Cigar. 

A telephone message says the first ex- 
plosion occurred at the end of the tunnel 
where the fuse of a blast was being ignited 
by a lighted cigar, as is usually done in 
order to set them off without the use of a 
flame. ‘This explosion caused a rupture in 
the electric-light circuit, and other damage, 
probably injuring the supply of fresh air. 
The lights could not be run, and strong men 
hesitated to start back into the tunnel. 
Harvey Hardison, the superintendent, a 
man of nerve, judgment and strength, ar- 
rived and headed a party. of three to inves- 
tigate matters inside. They with - 
out lights, but when they got 400 feet in- 
side, it is supposed they found something 
amiss and attempted to strike a light, and 
the explosion occu hind them, caus- 
ing the death of all. 


SCENE OF THE DISASTER 


Description of the Tunne!—A Pretty 
but Dangerous Place. 

The tunnel is located nine miles north- 
east of Santa Paula, at the head of Adams 
Creek Cafion, within a mile of the summit 
of the Sulphur Mountains. In the vici nity 
are a number of oil wells and salt mines. 
Oil is pumped from there to Santa Paula 
through a three-inch pipe. These wells and 
mines, as well as an immense stock ranch, 
——= | on which they are located, are the properties 
of the Hardison & Stewart Oil Company. 
with general offices at Santa Pauia. 

The tunnel in which the explosion oc- 
curred is being bored with a view to strik- 
lug a large flow of oil, Just outside the 
mouth of the tunnel are located an eatlug- 
house, bunkhouses, a hundred horse-power 
boiler, three engines, a compresser, a 
blower and an incandescent electric-light- 
ing plant. The compresser is employed for 
pumping air under high pressure into the 
end of the tunnel, which is used to run a 
drilling machine. ‘The blower pumps fresh 
air into the end of the tunnel, which forces 
the dangerous gas out. ‘The electric lights 
aie used for illuminating the tunnel. It 
was found extremely dangerous a few 
weeks agototake a light into the tunnel, 
and work was suspended until the electric- 
lighting outtit was started, about March 
14t 


Tl he tunnel is about six feet high by three 
wide. ‘The sides and top are timbered and 
boarded up, making an unusually dry and 
cleanly hole in the ground. A track 4 
tends to the end, and is used for haulin 
material and taking out rock and dirt. he 
tunnel extends into the hillside, at a very 
slight upward grade, toa distance of about 
nine hundred feet. The boarded sides and 
roof extend to within about fifty feet of the 
end and are cemented with asphaitum, and 
the space between, the boards and rocky 
sides and top of the tunnel serves asa 
fresh-air conduit, 

Beyond the boarded part of the tunnel for 
50 feet is solid rock. Sulphur water drips 
from the top and walls and glistens in the 
light of the electric lights, The rocks are 
colored a greenish blue, probably by the 
gases, which. are almost unbearable, even 
when the fresh-air blower is kept going at 
full speed. It is a beautiful but a danger- 
ous place, a place where candles or torches 
n refuse to buru, and matches cannot 
be lighted.

A VILE FELLOW 


ARRESTED FOR WRITING OBf 
SCENE LETTERS, 


How He Attempted to Frighten and 
Blackmail a Respectable Family 
Saticoy, Ventura County—In- 
decent Missives Sent to a Young 
Girl. 


A vile-minded, middle-aged man 


as a United States prisoner yesterday 
from Ventura county and placed in 
the County Jail. to await his examina- 
tion before Commissioner Van Dyke, 
which will take place next Monday. 
He is charged with sending obscene 
letters through the mails to a young 
miss 13 years of age, living at Saticoy, 
Ventura county. Her name is Miss 
Charlotte Shiell, and she is the daugh- 
ter of Francis Shiell, who owns and 
runs a ranch near Saticoy. His family 
cousists of himself, wife and several 
children, and they are highly respected 
in the neighborhood. 

The crime with which Clinton is 
charged is a peculiarly despicable one, 
and the evidence against him consists 
of the letters signed with his own 
name. 

Clinton is a farm hand, and is known 
at Compton, Newhall, San Fernando 
and elsewhere, not bearing a particu- 
larly good name anywhere. Along in 
February he was given work on Shiell’s 
ranch. "He worked there only a few 
weeks when he was discharged on ac- 
count of his uselessness, Mr. Shiell not 
liking his character or his work. He 
is an ordinary-looking fellow, ignorant 
and vicious, as the sequel shows. 

Beginning March 5th, and continu- 
ing until the 23d, one letter after an- 
other was received by Miss Shiell, con- 
taining the vilest and most abomin- 
able stuff that a low and foul mind 
could conceive. Finally letters were 
addressed to Mrs, Shiell which were 
even more atrocious than those to her 
daughter, who at once handed the let- 
ters to her mother when received. The 
mother had written to Clinton to 
Compton, where he said he lived, 
waruing him to desist from such 
actions. It was to this letter that 
Clinton responded. The letters were 
a mixture of obscenity and threats. 
Under a guise of being morally out- 
raged by events which he alleged had 
taken place at the ranch, involving the 
girl and even her mother in the foulest 
of actions, Clinton threatened to pub- 
lish the scandal in the Ventura papers, 
presumably with thé intention of 
blackmail or to obtain revenge for his 
discharge. 

Not waiting any longer, Mr. Shiell 
ut the matter in the hands of the 
Jnited States Marshal, together with 
the letters, and Clinton was arrested 
at San Fernando yesterday, as stated. 

The first letter to the young girl, 
who is said to be bright and pretty, as 
well as modest, is om as follows, 
with the exception of certain portions 
which are too foul for publication:

No attention, seemingly, having 
been paid to the above precious docu- 
ment, sent by a man 40 years old to 
a young girl of 13, Clinton wrote a 
second from San Fernando, March 
17th. In it he refers to the 
first, and demands an answer. 
He goes much further in it 
than in the first, and in language 
which cannot be repeated accuses her, 
her motheranda man he calls Bob 
Armstrong with the most extravagant 
and wretched immorality. He renews 
his threats to publish the story which 
be outlines, in the Ventura Free Press, 
and winds up with an oath, telling the 
young girl to be quick about 
answering. 

Following close upon this letter was 
athird dated San Fernando, March 
2ist, which is the worst of all, and 
which stamps the writer as completely 
possessed of a demon of vileness. In 
it he reiterates his other charges, and 
enters into details of what he alleges 
to have seen at the farm. 
It is couched in such vile lan- 
guage and uses such obscenity 


a human being would use it, — 
when addressed to a pure young girl. 
He says that he is getting ready his 
manuscript to take to the papers for 
publication,and will go to Ventura the 
following Tuesday. e says in this 
letter that he is actuated in the mat- 
ter by pure motives, and in the in- 
terest of virtue and morality. That it 
would be easy for him to organize a 
band of white caps and ride the girl 
and her mother on a rail to Saticoy, 
gloating over the pleasure it would give 
him to see them taking such a ride. In 
this letter he also says that the girl’s 
immorality is not paying her anything, 
and suggests that.she had better leave 
the rauch and enter upon a life of 
shame, which would be alucrative life. 
He suggests that her mother is en- 
couraging her to live a wicked life and 
thatshe will continue todo so if she 
does not.leave the ranch. 

The next letter was written from 
San Fernando to Mrs. Shiell. Ia it 
the vile fellow, goes all over what he 
has said before, and goes on to tell her, 
the mother, that he has;taken liberties 
with her daughter, but has not been 
criminally intimate with her. He also 
speaks of her other little children about 
nameless acts, and tells her that she 
had better meet him in Ventura if she 
does not want the story published. He 
indulges in a paragraph of bluster

FATAL ACCIDENT.

A fatal accident occurred at Alham- 
bra on the line of the Southern Pacific

He was placed 
in a caboose and the engine brought 
him to the old San Fernando-street de- 
pot as fast as possible.

‘The Park Commissioners met in the 
Mayor’s office last night, with Mayor 
Hazard presiding and Commissioners 
Bryant, Hubbell and Wicks pres- 
ent. Supt. Legrand was also in at- 


tendance. It was stated that Com- A 


missioner Hubbell intended to leave 
the city, and that before his return 
Commissioner Bryant intended to go 
east, and as Commissioner Hutton is 
absent from the city, this will break a 
quorum for a week or two. 

Mayor Hazard stated that Judge Si- 
lentand Mr. Caswell had offered to 
donate to the parks a quantity of water 
and Nile lilies, and on motion of Com- 
missioner Hubbell the donation was 


accepted and the Superintendent in- 


siructed to care for the plants. 

Commissioner Bryant called up the 
matter of the movement for furnishing 
unemployed laborers work in the 
parks by public subscriptions, and 
Supt. Legrand being called on fora 
report, said that he had received in all 
$214.50, which had been expended, and 
that there remained due to laborers 
about one hundred and eighty dollars. 
He stated that, acting under the in- 
struetions of the commission, he had 
empleyed 19 men and one team, until 
Tharsday night, when they had been 
laid off on the suggestion of the Mayor, 
there being no money to pay them. 

Mayor Hazard stated that the move- 
ment to raise funds by public subscrip- 
tion had been allowed to fall through. 
There had been a meeting held and a 
committee was appointed, and the 
Councilmen of the various wards had 
been requested: to call meetings last 
Tuesday night and report to the gen- 
eral committee Wednesday night. ‘The 
Councilmen, however, had not taken 
enough interest in the matter to call 
the meetings, and not one of them re- 
— Wednesday night, as they had 

n requested to do. Owing to this 
fact, no further steps had been taken. 

A long general debate followed, in 
which it was stated that, among other 
things that had acted against raising 
money, were the outside schemes which 
had been proposed, and Commissioner 
Bryant brought up the matter of the 
appointment of George Feller as super- 
intendent of the free employment 
agency, saying that the Assistant 
Superintendent of Streets is in posses- 
sion of a document showing that he is 
not a fit man for the place, which mat- 
ter would come up. at the Council 
meeting on Monday next.

The annual dues were reduced from 
$1 to 50 cents, and the salary of the 
secretary fixed at $25 a year. 

A resolution was introduced by P. 
J. Dreher of Pomona, that in view of 
the fact that new insect pests are be- 
ing imported, arigid quarantine and 
inspection be demanded, and all meas- 
ures tending to eliminate any new 
scales be rigidly enforced. These 
resolutions also contained a request 
that the County Board of Supervisors 
appoint no man on the commission 
who is engaged in the importation of 
foreign trees, shrubs, vines, or scions, 
or acting in any capacity for any firm 
dealing or handling rt such stock, 
but that only practical horticulturists, 
actually engaged in fruit-growing, 
shall be deemed competent to serve. 

The resolution brought out some 
lively discussion. It was argued that 
in some cases the Horticultural Com- 
missioners had been handicapped by 
counter influences, calculated to 
weaken their authority, and it was the 
sentiment of all present that it is only 
by stimulating a strong public senti- 
ment in favoring quarantining stock 
coming from infested localities that it 
can be remedied. 

The president called attention to the 
fact that all the insect pests now 
threatening the orchards and costin 
the growers millions of dollars to hol 
in check yearly have been invariably 
impo upon nursery stock, and 
while itis true that there is a suffi- 
ciency to keep the fruit-grower busy, the 
number is not a circumstance to those 
that are known in other portions of the 
world. He also stated that itis an im- 

ssibility for any man, no matter how 
earned an entomologist, to pass upon 

a lot of nursery stock, inspect the 
same, and, after such inspection, pro- 
nounce them absolutely pure and free 
from scale. In view of this fact he 
thought rigid quarantine measures 
prohibiting the importation of all 
nursery stock is the only safe course to 
pursue. 

H. W. Kruckeberg, editor of the 
Rural Californian, called attention to 
the fact that the Florida purple scale 
is also known to ex.st in Sicily, and 
that the chances of importing it — 
lemons into San Francisco and other 
are great. It is generally re- 
ported that the purple scale is one of 
the most universal pests of Florida. 


+ of the six new scales in a Los Angeles 
nursery, and gave the classification 
and description of the same made by 
Prof, uillett for the public press. 
D. son Smith remarked that if 
one man’s property is injurious to 
another, on account of being infected 
with scale, he thought that the great- 
est good to the greateat number should 
revail. Horticulture is the leading 
ndustry, in fact the backbone ot the 
country, and every citizen should be 
willing to sacrifice some time and 
money to eradicate the evil. He 
thought that orchardists and others 
should heartily support astringent 
quarantine measures, and also any

After considerable discussion the 
resolutions were finally unanimous! 
adopted, and on motion of R. FP. 
Waite of San Fernando, a committee 
of three, consisting of P. J. Dreher of 
Pomona, R. P. Waite of San Fernando, 
and C. M. Heintz of the Rural Califor- 
nian, was appointed to lay resolutions 
before the Board of Supervisors of the 
counties known to be infected, and ask 
that the provisions of the same be 
complied with. 

The remainder of the afternoon was 
spent in the discussion of the different 
methods now employed for the ex- 
termination of insect pests, and much 
interest was manifested in the new 
hydrocyanic gas treatment.

At most of these small rail- 
road stations the companies maintain 
& very cheap operator at from twenty 
do thirty dollars a month. They are 
not competent to do commercial busi- 
ness, which, in any case, is subsidiary 
to that of the railroad, so that private 
messages sometimes are hung up fora 
day. If the Government had in the 
Various postofiices in these small cities 
e postmaster, who was chosen witha 
view to his capacity as a telegrapher, 
the business would be done much more 
to the interest of the public.

THE SOUTH AMERICAN 


TRADE. 


George S. Bowen of New York is out 
with a eirculur addressed to the man- 


United States, in which he discusses a 
question which is at present attracting 
much attention throughout the coun- 
try. This question is: How can we 
secure the South Americab trade? 

That it is a prize worth contending 


Rio Grande there are 50,000, 000 of 
people, who consume annually $475,- 
000,000 of merchandise. The Argen- 
tine Kepublic imports yearly over one 


hundred million dollars of this vast 


sum; the United States sells them less 
than seven per cent. Brazil imports 
yearly over one hundred and five mill- 
ion dollars; of this amount the United 
States sells them less than eight per 
cent. Of the 765 steamships that en- 
tered the port of Montevideo in 1888, 
not a single one bore the stars and 
stripes! In 1883 an American mer- 
chant sold in Montevideo nearly one 
million dollars; of American manu- 
factured goods that were shipped via 
Bremen and twice across the Atlantic. 
At the anntial dinner of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, Chauncey 
M. Depew sz,id: 


South America is unknown to us in its in- 
dustrial and political development. Its com- 
merce belons/s tous. The internal develop- 
ment of this country will take care of itself, 
but we shovid extend our commercial rela- 
tlons with ‘South America. If Great Britain 
can give for subsidies $5,000,000, France 
$4,500,000 nd Germany $4,000,000, no obso- 
lete ideas of political economy can restrain 
the development of the commerce of the 
Republic of the United States. 


Mr. Bowen’s proposition is to organ- 
ize arepresentative body of manufac- 
turers and merchants to visit all of 
the principal cities of the South Amer- 
ican «countries, taking samples of the 
goods; we make or desire to sell. By 
going there in a body, in a steamship 
chartered specially for that purpose, 
he believes we should command the at- 
tention and consideration of the mer- 
| chants, the governments and the peo- 
ple, to an extent impossible to secure 
by any other means, and on making 
their acquaintance, studying their 
customs and their needs, that we could 
obtain large orders for goods and se- 
cure their continued business. 

The idea of this floating American 
exposition appears to be an excellent 
one, and should be carried out. It is 
certainly an anomalous state of affairs 
that Europe should practically monop- 
olize the trade of a large portion of 
this western hemisphere. 


THE GOLDEN ORANGE, . 


Several solid trainloads of oranges 
are still leaving Southern California 
weekly for the East. Orange growing 
is rapidly becoming a very important 
industry, and as such is being recog- 
nized by eastern capitalists on the 
outlook for profitable investments. 
Few legitimate enterprises will pay 
a bigger percentage on the outlay than 
a Southern California orange orchard. 
Nor, while choice navel oranges 3ell 
here, within a few miles of the orchard, 
at 40 cents a dozen, is there any im- 
mediate cause for fear that the market 
will be overdone for many years to 
come? Better shipping and distrib- 
uting facilities are constantly enlarg- 
ing the market for the fruit in the East, 
while the number of consumers in the 
Northwest is rapidly increasing. It is 
a clean business; there is no drying or 
canning to be done, or even picking, 
unless the grower chooses, as buyers 
will pay cash for the fruit on the trees. 
Yet, care must be exercised in plant- 
ing, as 1t is not by any means every 
arable acre in Southern California that 
is adapted to orange culture, although 
there are still thousands of acres in 
the foothills which only need clearing 
to make the best of orange land. 

By exercising the same care and 
common sense which he would use in 
any other business, the owner of a 20- 
acre orange orchard will, in seven 
years, be at least as well off as the man 
who has $50,000 loaned on real estate, 
with the further advantuge that his in- 
come will increase every year, for an 
almost indefinite time. 

Climate may not add much value to 
land, in the eyes of some people, but 
a climate which enables land to pay 10 
per cent. interest on from three to five 
thousand dollars an acre must possess 
charms which will appeal even to the 
most contirmed materialist.

It has 
never been other than a strictly mu- 
nicipal organization, and has always 
been willing to sacrifice the Governor- 
ship, the Presidency, or anything else, 
to maintain its hold on thecity of New 
York.

Astoria (Or.), April 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The preliminary examination 
of George F. Rose, John B. Rose, John Ed- 
wards, Edward Gibbons and George D. 
Jones, charged with the murder of J. F. 


Frederickson and wife, near South Bend, 


Pacific county, Wash., last January, took 
place at Bay Center vesterday. 

The confession of George F. Rose was in- 
troduced. He stated that his father wanted 
the 160 acres of land that Jens Frederickson 
took. “Edwards and my father made 
it up.“ the confession said, as to how they 
would kill Frederickson and wife.

After killing her they made up a story 
that Frederickson and wife started ina 
boat for Bruceport, and were lost. Ed- 
wards was to take Frederickson 's boat and 
swamp it. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, John 
B. Rose, George F. Rose, Edward Gibbons 
and John Edwards were remanded to the 
custody of the Sheriff to await the action 
of the Grand Jury at the July term of the 
District Court.

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIO. 


Proposed Government Inquiry Into 
Its Workings. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] J. D. Taylor, from the Com- 
mittee on Alcoholic Liquor Tratſie, today re- 
ported to the House a bill agreed upon by 
the committee providing for the appoint- 
ment of an alcoholic liquor traffic commis- 
sion, The report of the committee says 
that a large portion of the people for a long 
time has desired an honest, impartial and 
thorough investigation of the liquor traffic 
in all its phases. Reference is made to in- 
quiries by similagcommissions in England 
which had remarkable results and warrant 
further investigations, rts from do- 
mestic sources indicate that the traffic 
causes four-fifths of all the crime committed, 
causes the expenditure of 800, 000, 000 a 
year in drink, iocapacites, mentally and 
physically, halt a million people. for labor 


and business, causes three-fourths of the 


pauperism of the country, is responsible for 
a fearful increase of insanity and imbecility, 
and does no to anybod On the

Therefore,“ says the report, let us have 
an investigation, and let the world know 
the truth or falsity of these assertions.”

WASHINGTON, April 4—;By the Asso- 
ciated Press.“ The Post has been inter- 
viewing Iowa Senators ard Representa- 
tives on the probability of the repeal or 
modification of the Iowa prohibition law. 
The result was substantially a uniform ex- 
pression of belief that the law will stand 
uprepealed, In their interviews they very 
generally expressed the opinion that the 
law had been beneficial, and a de- 
crease incrime and consequent lessening 
of expenses for criminal and eleemosy nary 
institutions were largely due to the prohibi- 
tion law.

EXONERATED. 


Report of the Committee That In- 
vestigated Capt. Healy. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.] The report of the special 
committee appointed by Secretary Windom 
to investigate the charges of cruelty and in- 
toxication made against Capt. Healy, com- 
mander of the revenue steamer Bear, was 
received at the Treasury Department today 
and referred to Capt. Shepard, Chiet of the 
Revenue Marine Division, for review. The 
committee finds the conduct of Capt. Healy 
in punishing three seamen from the bark 
Estrella justifiable under the circumstances. 
In regard tothe trielng-up“ of several of 
the crew of the bark anderer, the com- 
mittee reports that the evidence showed the 
men were mutinous; that the vessel was in 
an exposed position; that all reasonable ef- 
forts were used to persuade the men to re- 
sume their duties, and they refused to do so, 
The committee finds the charge of drunken- 
ness wholly unsustained, and says: The 
testimony shows that Capt. Healy has been 
a particularly intelligent, zealous and effi- 
4 the discharge of difficult and 

perilous duties in the Arctic; that he is hu- 
mane and kind to his men, and to ship- 
wrecked sailors and unfortunates, whom he 
has relieved, and who have been, in many 
instances, thrown upon bis personal 
dounty.“ 


Wanamaker Sustained. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Treasury 
Department has sustained the appeal of 
John Wanamaker from the decision of the 
Collector of Philadelphia assessing the 
duty rate at 45 and 50 per cent. ad valorem 
on certain so-called head ornaments, The 
articles are squares and stripes of cotton 
net, embroidered, some with beads and 
others with metal threads. Wanaker con- 
tended that they were almost exclusively 
used in making and ornamenting bats and 
bonnets, and consequently were entitled to 
entry as hat trimmings dutiable at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. =| 


The Glove Men Heard. 

WaSsHINGTON, April 4.—A committee 
from New York representing the glove im- 
porters appeared. before the Ways and 
Means Committee this afternoon to urge 
the substitution of specific for ad valorem 
duties on gloves. The first speaker said the 
change was desired to protect honest mer- 
chants from the undervaluation practiced 


by dishonest importers. The committee 
presented a table of specific rates, which 
would be acceptable, and asked that a 
penalty be fixed for misrepresentation as to

THE DEMOCRATIO POSITION 
AS TO PENSIONS. 


A Rabid Speech by Congressman 
Stone of Missouri—War Issues 
Revived in a Heated 
Discussion. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.), April 4—[By the 
Associated Press.] House.—The House 
took up the private pension bills. 

Speaking on one of these bills, Mr. Stone 
of Missouri declared that no people had 
been so despoiled and burdened under the 
name of patriotism and under the guise of 
the pension laws as the people of the United 
States. He denounced the demands of the 
G. A. R., and asserted that the Presidency 
was put up and sold to the highest bidder, 
“Thank God!” he said, there is one grand 
man who declined to be a party to such 
sale. Though he has fallen, he has falien 
bearing the reputation of wise, incorrupti- 
ble statesmanship, enjoying the respect of 
every honest citizen.” [Applause on the 
Democratic side.] Benjamin Harrison at- 
tained the office by cash raised by Wana- 
maker and disbursed by Dudley.“ 

Mr. Stone believed the Government had 
been generous to the soldiers. He favored 
granting liberal pensions to true, brave sol- 
diers, but was opposed to granting pensions 
to undeserving soldiers or bounty-jumpers. 

Mr. Chipman of Michigan denoun the 
speech made by the gentleman from Mis- 
souri, It was not the time to talk of the 
cost of pensions. He well remembered the 
day when the cost was not counted; when 
the Government was prodigai of money and 
lavish of blood; when the motives which 
brought men under the flag were not 
scanned and analyzed. Then no man was 
mean enough to suggest that men went out 
to risk their lives for the paltry pay of $16 a 
month. The man who would make such a 
suggestion would have been scourged and 
looked upon as a rebel. The gentleman 
from Missouri had cried a halt, but the time 
fora halt had not come, and would not come 
until reasonable provision has been made 
for the needs of every soldier of the coun- 
try. Tne country needed a service pen- 
sion, an increased pension for the deaf and 
dumb, pension for widows, and a law estab- 
lishing a rule of testimony in pension 
cases, whereby the oath of the private sol- 
dier would receive as much credence a8 
of officers. The pension system must con- 
tinue until the last soldier who served his 
country in the war is dead. [Applause.]

There never has been 
a time when the really representative 
men of the Republican party wanted 
him for Governor, or had the least 
idea of making him their standard- 
bearer. Not only has he failed to do 
any one act which bas helped his party 
siuce he became Chief Magistrate 
through the death of Gov. Bartlett, but

publicans to carry the State. There is 
not a rural county from San Diego to 
Siskiyou which is not boiling over with 
rage at increased taxation.

HORTICULTURAL NOTES. 


From present appearances the fruit 
crop of Ventura county will be im- 
mense. Trees are full of bloom, and, 
fruit having so few enemies here, the 
crop promises to be one of the best the 
county has ever produced.—[Ventura 
Press. | 

There are some navel orange trees 
in C. E. White’s orchard, in this place, 
that have borne over seven boxes of 
fruit per tree, and have yielded their 
owner twenty and twenty-one dollars 
worth of oranges this season.—[Po- 
mona Progress. 

Work on the Grafton branch of the 
Bear Valley Company’s system is be- 
— vigorously prosecuted. The ditch 
will be .9700 feet long and there will be 
a pipe line 10,000 feet long. It is ex- 
pected the whole line will be com- 
pleted by June Ist. 

In 1886 the prune product of the 
State was 2,000,000 pounds; in 1887 it 
was 7,000.000; im 1888, 13,000,000; in 
1889, 18,000,000; and it is estimated 
that in 1890 it will be 27,000,000. Last 
year there were consumed in the 
United States 67,000,000 pounds, of 
which 43,000,000 pounds were imported. 

The demand for orange trees for 
planting in this region has increased 
very fast dusing the past few weeks, 
the. young trees has 
been caused by severe frosts in Florida, 
and the killing of several carloads of 
tender trees while on their way through 
Texas to California.—{Pomona Pro- 
gress. 

Mr. Harney, who exhibited oranges 
at the fair here last fall, and whose 
ranch is in Santa Maria, will have this 
year 3000 boxes of oranges, valued at 
$6000, on the trees. Some of the Wash- 
2 Navels are so large that 54 will 
filla box. The average number to the 
box of his oranges will be 120.—| Es- 
condido Times. 

Two years ago Mr. Baldwin set out 
100 acres of young trees at the mouth 
of the Santa Anita Cafion. This was 
when nearly every one in this section 
was frightened out of his wits lest the 
white scale should destroy all the or- 
ange trees here. Inthe Santa Anita 
nurseries there are about one million 
young orange trees. A small portion 
of these are ready to set in orange rows 
this year, and will be so disposed of, 
and the others will be set out next 
spring. Mr. Unruh estimates that the 
plants of the two years will aggregate 
seventy-five to one hundred thousand 
orange trees, or seven hundred and 
fifty to one thousand acres.—{ Monrovia 
Messenger.

It is now stated. that a large portion 
of the peach, prune and apricot trees 
in the Sacramento Valley are killed 
through the big overflows last winter. 

New Jersey papers claim that 15,000 
acres are annually devoted to the 
growing of tomatoes for canning pur- 
poses.

products.

Whether it ever will be done 
or not is quite a different thing. Sup- 
pose, for example that the farmers 
this country upon  uagree- 
among themselves, were 
limit the production of 
wheat to the actual needs of this coun- 


try, and raise nene for export. Then

That is, if the 
price at Liverpool were $1, they could 
demand and get $1.20 per bushel.

This, of course, would 
give a surplus for shipment and upset 
the whole thing.
